U. S. Planes Fly Jews From China to Holy Land 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska—(UP)—American airplanes from Alaska 
are evacuating 350 Jewish refugees from Tientsin to Palestine, 
President J. A. Wooten, of the Alaska Airlines said last night. 

“We have chartered the steamship Cristobel which left Tientsin 
for Hong Kong,” Wooten said. “We will trans-ship these people 
to our own aircraft at Hong Hong. 

“Since the British will not permit them to remain over in Hong 
Kong, we will fly them out immediately. 

“If the United States State Department will permit us to drop 
them temporarily at Bangkok or Ceylon, we will do the ferry job 
with two DC-4s. If not, and we have to fly them direct to Palestine, 
which is their final destination in any event, the operation will 
require four of our aircraft,” he said.

g-Lost Bottle of Uranium Uncovered 


on Reports 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Sen. McMahon, Democrat, Connecticut, disclosed last night 
that the long-missing bottle in the Chicago Uranium-235 mystery has heen recovered from 
: r itself has not yet been found. 


McMahon said tha loss of the 
iaterial appeared to be dtie to 
“carelessness and negligence.” 

The announcement was made 


at the end of a day studded with 


developments in the Congressional 
investigation of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, headed by Da- 
vid E. Lilienthal. 


Other developments: 

1. Sen. Bourke Hickenlooper, 

Republican, Iowa, accused Lilien- 
thal of violating the law on atomic 
secrecy with “brazen effrontery” 
and of permitting persons to take 
part in the 1948 Eniwetok A-bomb 
tests without a full loyalty check- 
up. ' 
2. Testimony was received that 
guard at the Chicago atomic 
iaboratory where the uranium is 
missing had a police record. Car- 
roll L. Wilson, General Manager 
of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
said the guard’s record showed a 
charge of grand larceny, but no 
conviction. He expressed confi- 
dence the guard had nothing to 
co with the loss. 

3. Atomic Chief Lilienthal cold- 


‘iv and emphatically denied Hick- 


enlooper’s charge of law violation 
in clearing some AEC employees 
without a full loyalty checkup im- 
mediately. This was necessary, he 
said, to speed vital atomic work. 

Sen. McMahon, Chairman of the 
joint Senate-House Committee in- 
vestigating Hickenlooper’s charges 
of “incredible management” by 
Lilienthal, said the missing vial 
was turned up in a box used to 
oury “hot” radio-active materials 
from the AEC’s Argonne labora- 
tories: in Chicago. The loss was 
discovered last Feb. 8 but was not 
reported to the FBI until seven 
weeks later. ; 

McMahon said three boxes were 
dug up before the bottle—which 
originally held more than an ounce 
of U-235—was discovered. 

The AEC has reported that 
seven-eighths of the lost uranium 
has been found in a laborious 
combing over of waste material, 
but has never explained how it got 
out of the bottle into the waste.

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A Ridiculous Situation 


The more you go into the business, of 
taxes in Georgia, the more confused and 
senseless the whole structure becomes. 


On the one hand, for instance, there is 
a great hue and cry on the part of State 
officials that the various county school 
systems are not carrying their full share 
of the load. Many counties, as State Audi- 
tor Ed Thrasher, Jr., has revealed, do not 
pay enough school taxes to transport their 
own children to classes, much less to oper- 
ate the schools. 

But on the other hand we have State 
laws which penalize those county systems 
which do make an honest effort to collect 
an equitable sum for school support. 


Some time ago, we are told. Grady 
County called in tax experts to reappraise 
property in the county. In line with the 
resulting recommendations the county re- 
assessed taxable properties. This brought 
in $18,000 more for schools. The State 
Board of Education, however, promptly 
eut Grady’s share of the school equaliza- 
tion fund. | 


Naturally, other counties are not anx- 
ious to raise assessments in view of this 
example.

- ble for State equalization funds. But the 


15-mill rate is no guarantee that the county 
school system collects its just share of 
taxes. Ad valorem assessments, notori- 
ously low in most counties, are a big factor. 

There are two possible remedies, one 
of which is so extremely hazardous from 
a political standpoint that it can hardly 
be expected to be used as a general prac- 
tice. This is the legal authority of the 
State Revenue Commissioner to reject a 
county tax digest which fails to apply like 
assessments to like values. So far as we 
are able to determine, this remedy has 
been used only once in recent years. 

The most likely solution is in the adop- 
tion of a formula, following perhaps the 
pattern laid down in the Minimum Foun- 
dation Program, for determining a coun- 
ty’s fair contribution. This formula is 
based on ascertainable economic facts, 
such as retail sales, income, number of 
children in schools, etc. It was adopted by 
the General Assembly but is inoperative 
because the April 5 referendum failed. 

It will be up to the State Tax Revision 
Commission to remedy a confused and 
ridiculous situation by including this or an 
equally effective formula in its legislative 
recommendations.

Just a few days before, the House, in 
an uproarous session, voted down, almost 
as heavily, a bill to increase pay in the 
armed services. It was a scientifically 
drawn measure that came after long and 
careful study. It was sorely needed to at- 
trdct, and keep, capable personnel in the 
armed forces. 

The pension bill palpably is nothing 
more than a vote-seeking measure which 
will cost at least $65,000,000,000 over the 
next 50 years. That is more than $1,000,- 
000,000 annually. It will contribute noth- 
ing to national defense. 

The pay increase which the House 
smothered would have cost about $400,- 
000,000 a year. It offered the first general 


pay revision for) the armed forces since 
1908. It would have been a considerable 
contribution to national security. That the 
House realized its error is indicated in the 
fact that a similar bill, probably watered 
down a great deal, will be brought up 
again. 


But the quickness with which the 
House turned down the first pay revision 
proposal, and the eagerness with which 
it voted a pension grab-bag is the sort of 
thing to make cynics of us all.

They provided an inter- 
est in history and their historical facts were, while prejudiced, 
not too far astray. The Rover Boys and a series of.books about 
an Indian called “Deerfoot” pop next into my memory. After 
that I graduated to the Waverly novels at an age much too imma- 
ture for them. I went through a craze about Ireland and read a 
dull book about the Irish kings, plus some Irish stories, novels and 
plays. About this time in my life—when I was about 12 years old— 
I was reading two books per day. I rode my bicycle to town in 
the morning to be there when the library doors opened and was 
back the next morning for two more.

If any of the things read 
to me or read by me as a child have come floating up in my adult 
mind I don’t know it. But maybe they have. One cannot fathom 
the subconscious.

The particular case of James Bruce can be 
dealt with rather briefly. He is a banker and a 
Democrat. He has only two visible qualifications 
for the Embassy in London. The one that carries 
weight is the money he gave and raised for the 
last Presidential campaign. The one that will be 
publicly mentioned is his “success” in the Argen- 
tine, where he has been a “good” Ambassador in 
the sense of establishing close relations with Juan 
and Evita Peron and their flashy, totally corrupt 
inner circle. 


Being on a cozy footing with Evita Peron 
seems rather poor preparation for doing busi- 
ness with the glacially virtuous Sir Stafford 
Cripps and his colleagues in the British La- 
bor Government. And the London job has — 
never been more important. 


. The Western united front against the Soviet 
Union hinges upon Anglo-American co-operation, 
which is about to be severelw tested by the need 
to evolve a constructive Far Eastern policy. The 
success of the Marshall Plan hinges upon British 
recovery, which is already in danger from the 
world trade recession. Yet James Bruce’s back- 
ing fo: London is so strong that it almost pre- 
vented the appointment of his brother, David 
K. E. Bruce, as Ambassador to Paris. 


The case of David Bruce is precisely the 
opposite ef the case of his brother. He was 
not a Democratic contributor, but as ECA 
Administrator, he had alread. proven himself

| Government Monopoly--Peron Style 


BUENOS AIRES—Despite the economic tribulations Argentina is presently un- 
dergoing, Juan Domingo Peron is pushing the nationalization program which has 
been from the first a major part of his platform. Last week the Government offi- 
cially took over the 382-ship fleet of the Dodero Lines, comprising the bulk of the 


over all the 
the U. S. and Europe. 

The “purchase” by the Government of the 
major steamship and airlines gives it a virtual 
monopoly within the country, it having acquired 
most of the railroads from the British—who had 
built and run them for 40 years—in March of 
last year. 

Moreover, the Government has been running 
the nation’s telephone system for the past two 
years, having bought it for $95,000,000 from the 
International Telephone and Telegraph Company 
shortly after Peron took office. 


Thus far, only a relatively small portion 
of Argentina’s power producing and distrib- 
uting. systems has been nationalized, but 
these are recognized as next on the agenda. 
In this connection, foreign capital interested 
in Argentine electric plants is apprehensive- 
ly awaiting the opening of negotiations. The 
Government was flush with dollars when it 
bought the telephone system. It had ample 
pounds sterling when it bought the railroads 
from the British. Today it has neither. 


Moreover, there is, in the new Argentine con- 
stitution, a clause which sends shudders up and 
down the financial spine of foreign holding com- 
panies. It reads: “The price of expropriation of 
public service concessionary undertakings shall 
be the ORIGINAL COST of the assets involved 
in operation, LESS the sums that may have 
been amortized during the period fulfilled since 
the granting of the concession AND SUMS IN 
EXCESS OF A REASONABLE PROFIT... .” 


“We’ve made an average of seven percent for 
40 years,” mourned one jittery tycoon. “If they 
decide that four percent would have been a rea- 
sonable profit, they can not only take over the 
business without any payment, but we’d actually 
owe them money!” - 


However, it is not the Government’s acquisi- 
tion of such universally recognized public utili- 
ties that is causing most foreign businessmen to 
lay awake nights. It is rather its apparent pre- 
diliction to enter fields usually reserved for pri- 
vate enterprise, as, for instance, the gasoline 
business. 

WPF is an oil company. It has oil fields, 
refineries and filling stations, just as Standard, 
Texaco and Shell. But YPF is owned outright 
by the Government. And many are the advan- 
tages it enjoys over its competitors by virtue of 
this affiliation. For one thing, al] public trans- 
portation units are required to use its products. 
For another, YPF alone has the sidewalk pump 
concession in every municipality; the other com- 
panies are required to build their own filling 
stations. A law, limiting the size of tank trucks

for hauling gas, does not apply to YPF. And it 
is to YPF that the private companies must go for 
permits to import their products. 


But despite all these discriminations in its 
favor, YPF is no great financial success. In 
Argentina, gasoline sells for 60 centavos the 
liter. The private companies are allowed to 
keep 33, of which nine must be paid as road 
tax. YPF reportedly has te be given 52 in 
order to operate. 


“We've got oil fields of similar size right side 
by side with theirs,” said a spakesman for a pri- 
vate company. “They'll have four times as many 
men on the pay roll and we'll get more pro- 
duction.” :

This same inefficiency of operation seems to 
characterize ‘most of the nationalized industries 
thus far. Telephone rates were increased from 
10 to 15 pesos a moanth after the Government 
took over, but expenses have jumped 100 per- 
cent and the system is stil] losing money. The 
first two Government operators are now in 
prison, incidentally, and the operation has now 
been turned over to the post office. All but one 
of the major railroad companies are now being 
run by army men,’ despife the fact that the 
British managers were given five-year contracts, 
and service is deteriorating. Everywhere the 
story is the same. Last year in Rosario, twe 
power companies asked a rate increase. The Gov- 
ernment refused, took over the plants and oper- 
ated them itself. Soon it was forced to raise the 
rates, after all. Even so it lost between seven 
and eight million pesos on the operation. 


Despite its losses, however, the Govern- 
ment goes steadfastly ahead with its nation- 
alization, as witness its two latest acquisi- 
tions: Both the Dodero Company and the 
airlines were reportedly already in the red. 
And it is known that many in the admin- 
istration were urging that the Government 
take over the meat-packing plants a few 
weeks ago when the packers, squeezed be- 
tween Government ceiling prices on the one 
hand and Government-granted wage _ in- 
creases on the other, were demanding a sub- 
sidy to cover their losses. 


There is a bill before the current congress 
to return legalized prostitution to Argentina, 
This has afforded Government critics an op- 
portunity for many a gag.

This poses, with little more than per- 
missible literary license, one problem now 
being explored by the Joint Congressional 
Committee on Atomic Energy. It is once 
again the familiar problem of getting able 
men to work for the Government, but it is 
much more of a problem in the ease of the 
AEC because of the atmesphere that sur- 
rounds that agency which David Lilienthal, 
AEC Chairman, described as “wholly for- 
eign to our ways,” for in our country “our 
habits are all against secrecy.” 


This problem became a live issue again, as 
tt does recurrently, for the reason that Sen. 
Bourke B. Hickenlooper, Republican, Iawa, 
cited the big turnover in AEC personnel, in- 
eluding executive Positions of various sorts, as 
the No. 1 count in his bill of particulars to 
back up his sensational charge of “incredible 
mismanagement” by Chairman Lilienthal and 
the Atomic Energy Commission, which includes 
four other members. All five are equally re- 
sponsible for management under the law. 

Drearily, as the crowd which had assembled 
for a “sensation” waited in bored disappoint- 
ment, Sen. Hickenlooper asked Mr. Lilienthal

about one after another executive who had left 
AEC. The AEC Chairman was not familiar with 
every case, but showed surprising knowledge for 
such a vast enterprise. It employs 64,000 persons. 
In the case of top executives, men who had 
left business and industry and big universities 
to give one or two or more years to their Gov- 
ernment, the story was no more sensational than 
the familiar one that these men wanted to get 
back to their regular pursuits and lives. In 
many cases it was a necessity because of finan- 
cial responsibilities for their families. Working 
under conditions as they are in atomic energy, 
with the heavy responsibility and the secrecy, is 
more of a strain, too, than in the free sort of 
life a business executive or scientist or univer- 
sity professor usually enjoys, as Mr. Lilienthal 
properly pointed out. 
‘ ee all, these people are human beings,” 
e said. 


He told how in cases of very able men 
men he had personally induced them to work 
in atomic energy, and how he tried to get 
them to remain when they wanted to leave. 
Salary is, of course, an important factor. 
Congress provided for paying in excess of 
Government classification salaries in special 
cases, but this applies only to technical and 
scientific people and does not apply to man- 
agerial talent which is so much needed. 


It is good, however, to have public attention 
focused once more on the continual problem of 
getting able men in the Government. It is a 
major problem in a Government which now ex- 
ercises such a dominant role in world affairs.

Spy Probers Shielding Administration 


The House Committee on Un:American Activities has privately agreed with the Department of 
Justice not to make publicity of material which might embarrass the Department in efforts to punish 
Communist spies. The Committee made this agreement under pressure after President Truman had 
repeatedly said that the Committee’s discoveries were “red-herrings,” meaning fakes. The purpose 
of the agreement is to do a political service for the President and to spare the Department of Justice 
eriticism for failure to proceed against such criminals years ago. 


The Dies and Thomas Committees worked for 
ten years, always under the handicap of an organ- 
ized propaganda of sneers and against the ener- 
getic opposition of Eleanor Roosevelt. This 
crafty woman abused her unofficial influence to 
intercede for Hanns Eisler, Irene Browder and 
many other individuals who were aggressive 
members of the movement or its fronts. Even 
now the Department is trying to “run” this con- 
gressional committee and supplant faithful inves- 
tigators with its own stooges. 


After all this, the new Committee is play- 
ing ball with the Department and withhold- 
ing from Congress knowledge which is no

Last Dec. 28, Whittaker Chambers made his 
final, comprehensible, sworn statement to a sub- 
committee or two Republican members, Mundt 
and Nixon.

Upon frequent occasions it 
has been demonstrated that 
many points are lost at the 
bridge table because of the im- 
proper attitude that certain 
playefs assume toward the fi- 
nesse. They regard it as a means 
of encircling the missing honor 
when instead they should look 
upon it as an attempt to gain a 
trick. Many times a finesse 
should be abandoned even 
though there is a good chance 
that it will succeed, merely be- 
cause no trick will be gained 
by winning the finesse. A strik- 
ing example is provided by to- 
day’s hand. 

The bidding was rather of the 
“knock ’em down and drag ’em 
out” variety. The opening bid 
and the double were routine 
enough and East’s jump to three 
Spades was made with the hope 
that South would be cramped 
out of the bidding. South, hold- 
ing a six-card major suit, re- 
fused to be shut out. Normally 
a free bid should not be made 
with so little honor strength 
even after partner has doubled, 
but in this case South felt that 
he should assume the responsi- 
bility because there was too 
great a danger that his side 
would be shut out of the auction. 
When North doubled the four 
Spade bid, however, South lost 
his nerve and, feeling that part- 
ner might be counting on him 
for a high card trick to defeat 
the adverse contract, he went on 
to five Hearts. 

The King of Spades was 
opened and West’s defense at 


trick two was not very inspired. 


East’s jump to three spades com- 
bined with South’s refusal to 
stand for double of four spades, 


makes it a moral certainty that ~ 


declarer has only one spade. 
Forcing declarer when there is 
a solid suit in dummy is usually 
the wrong procedure. The prop- 
er play at trick two is a club 
which gives declarer no chance. 
However, West continued with 
the Queen of Spades which de 
clarer ruffed. A simple «play 
would have brought home the 
hand. West should be conceded 
the King of Hearts and the rest 
of the hand will be solid. The 
Ace of Hearts should be played 
followed by the ten which should 
be overtaken, lest West refuse 
the trick. The club shift will 
now come but declarer will ruff 
himself in with a spade, pull 
trumps and discard everything 
on the Diamonds. 

But South could not resist the 
temptation to finesse the Heart 
and with that play tossed out 
much coin of the realm. The 
Ace of Hearts was cashed and 
the bad trump break revealed. 
There was no way for declarer 
to get back to his hand to drive 
out the King of Hearts and also 
draw the trumps without short- 
ening himself too much in hearts 
and the hand went up in smoke. 

The Heart finesse was very 
shortsighted, because even if it 
succeeded, the chances were that 
2 heart trick would still have to 
be lost since it was extremely 
unlikely that West had exactly 
the King and another Heart.

. Aunt Henny’s Boy 
_ Tom Also Cooks

Not long ago, before jet propulsion and 


ia radar and television, families were known 

in their neighborhoods for, among other things, the kind 
of table they set. Such people seemed always converging, 
after Sunday’s sermon at one of the homes of the tribe 
to partake of great, lusty bounties of food, heaped upon 
the picnic table groaning with delectable fried chicken, 
potato salad, peach pickles, butter cakes qnd- such-not, 
under a tree in the back yard. 


It was at such a reunion, no doubt, that that first little boy | 


Was seen crying bitterly a little aside from the hustle and bustle 
of the ravenous crowd. ‘“What’s the matter, Sonny?” someone 
asked him kindly, “are you sick?” “Yes’m,” he snubbed his an- 
swer, “I’m sick because I can’t eat any more!” 

Such a family were the Stanleys of Hunger and Hardship 
Creek in Lawrence County, who were the ancestors of Henrietta 
Stanley Dull, known everywhere in the South as Mrs. S. R. Dull 
for her culinary grace, and of the object of this column, her 


nephew, Thomas B. Branch. 


Tom Branch is an Atlanta lawyer who is undaunted by 
most things and sees no reason why the kitchen should 
prove any unusual stumbling block to a normal human being. 
He cooks whatever he feels like cooking whenever he feels 
like it, and when he isn’t in the mood, his wife, Iverson, 
who is a fine hand with comestibles herself, does what all 
wives of Kitchen Kings do... she makes an opportunity 
out of duty. 


Mrs. Dull’s nephew, Thomas, cannot remember when one of 
his Stanley relatives wasn’t winning some kind of prize for cook- 
ing at some festivity. His Aunt Rollina was known for her cater- 
ing skill, and once operated the tea room at Agnes Scott College. 
His mother, Mrs. Thomas B. Branch, shared houses and almost 
shared children with her sister, who married Jack Branch, her 
husband’s brother. Together they made cakes for fairs, one doing 
the layers, the other the icing, and divided whatever honors came 
their way. 

Thomas, Jr., did his first cooking at Peeples Street School 
when he and’ Jack Branch, Chase Hunter, Edgar Whiteman and 
Hal Smith learned to turn out a neat cheese souffle in the third 
grade. They also learned there is no such thing as a hard-boiled 
egg. It is either soft or hard cooked. 

Later, when the Boy Scouts scooped young Thomas into their 
good-deed-a-day brigade, he knew more about frying pan magic 
than the Scoutmaster and the others pulled back a little and tied 
more knots while he stirred up the chow. 

It was Aunt Henrietta Dull who was called upon by the Boy 
Scout bosses to be Merit Badge Director. She made the awards 
to the boys in Tom’s troop in her back yard, after initiating them 
into the subtleties of omelette. 

To this day, Tom Branch has a light hand with a few beaten 
eggs, knowing instinctively how to combine them with fresh to- 
matoes or cheese, jelly that will melt into flavorful syrup folded 
pee their fluffy layers, or fresh mushrooms, chicken, ham or 

acon. 


The Stanley-Dull-Branches do not pretend to be gour- 
mets or epicures, because they wouldn’t be caught hungry 
posing about edibles. They all admit that they just con- 
sider good food the only civilized kind of nourishment avail- 
able and demand it for themselves and their friends. 


For instance, Mr. Branch leans to such old-fashioned delights 
as fried apple pies which he can do without spilling a trace of 
flour on the floor, or fried chicken done in his own way, searing 
quickly for five or six seconds to seal in the juice, covering, and 
then turning determinedly while it cooks through. 

He is no exponent of the turn-once theory in broiling steaks, 
either. He figures you can cook a steak as rare or as done as 
you please, by keeping both sides working at once. 

He is a deep-fat artist. The above mentioned fried pies require 
it, and his chicken demands it. 

Biscuits are a cinch. He avoids the controversy about whether 
one should use a knife or a fork to blend in the shortening and 
mix it into the flour. He uses his hands. 

The recipe is familiar. Two cups of flour, sifted with a little 
salt and four teaspoons of baking powder, heaped. Four table- 
spoonsful of shortening, blended, moistened with about a cup of 
sweet milk. A dough quite wet does the trick. 

In common with his Aunt Henny, Tom steps warily around 
herbs, except for flavoring stew or roasted chicken, when bay 
leaf and celery seed are used for flavoring. 


“I stuppose you could say we are truly Southern cooks,” 
he says. “After all, what else could we be? We have been 
here, it looks like, since long before the Revolution!” 

The younger Branches, as the grandchildren of Mrs. Dull her- 


self, are all learning to cook. It is nothing at all for Thomas 
Branch, III, 12, or Iverson, 9, to whip up a snack or breakfast 
for the family on Sunday morning. 

It would really be letting tradition down if they couldn’t.

Chip Tips are featured here 
today for the tasty potato chips 
offer contrast to soft creamy 
foods which are served so fre- 
quently; they are ready for in- 
stant serving; they are musts for 
snacks, picnics, parties, and in 
fact there is hardly any menu 
that cannot be offset to better 
advantage than with potato 
chips. 

Smart hostesses use them be- 
cause they are enjoyed by all 
ages. They can be used in com- 
bination, say, with eggs when 
the family budget won’t allow 
steak. With cheese and nuts 
they make a good loaf for meat- 
less days when fish is not avail- 
able. 

Midnight supper snacks when 
Junior brings the gang in, pack- 
ages of chips in the pantry find 
top billing in the menu. For 
desserts they come in handy and 
good for rimmed apple pie, to 
make cookies or to serve with 
soft drinks. And then, too, they 
make excellent additions to veg- 
etable dishes, as well as for cock- 
tail party dishes. Printed here 
are some very good Potato Chip 
dish suggestions. 


EGGS ’N’ CHIPS 
2 cans cream of mushroom 
soup 
2 cups milk 
6 hard cooked eggs 
14 cup canned pimiento, chop- 


14 green pepper 

Salt, pepper, to taste 

2 cups potato chips, crumbled 

18 unbroken potato chips 

Line a casserole with unbroken 
chips. Slice the hard cooked 
eggs. Combine the soup and 
milk. Heat to boiling point. 
Crumble two cups potato chips. 
Place a layer of sliced eggs on 
the unbroken chips. Add crum- 
bled chips and chopped pimien- 
to. Add some of the hot soup. 
Repeat until the eggs, soup and 
crumbled chips are used. Put 
the casserole, uncovered, in the 
preheated oven. Let the mix- 
ture cook until bubbling. Ten 
minutes. before taking from the 
oven, top with whole potato 
chips. At serving time arrange 
thin rings of green pepper in a 
rosette over the top. Serve hot. 


CHEESE AND NUT LOAF 

1 cup (% Ib.) nut meats, 
ground 

1 cup (14 Ib.) cheese, ground 

14 cup (1 ounce) potato chips, 
ground 

1 cup freshly crumbled bread 

14 onion, chopped 

2 tablespoons margarine or 
butter 

14 cup water 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

Seasonings to taste and if re- 
quired. 

To get one-half cup potato 
chips mash them down into the 
measuring cup. Grind the 
cheese, nuts and chips together. 
Chop onion and saute it until 
golden brown in the melted fat. 
Add water and lemon juice to 
onion mixture. Add this to 
ground ingredients to which have

WE LIVE AND LEARN 
Well, we live and learn, and this is iatitdlat true of 


pasture farming. For most of us are new at it. 


One of 


the mistakes we are prone to make is that of expecting too 
much from our perennial pasture plants during the first 


year. 

Perennials get away to a 
slower start than do the an- 
nuals (which sounds reasonable 
enough when you come to think 
of it); and to expect otherwise 
is to court failure. 

Lately I have met farmers who 
planted various annuals along 
with Kentucky 31 fescue grass 


and at the same time, and they 
haven’t been too pleased with 
the result. The fescue didn’t do 
too well in the field with the 
rye grass or ladino clover or 
oats, Or a combination of these. 

One farmer had the finest 
fields of rye grass and ladino 
clover I ever saw, but it was 
hard to find any fescue grass 


/ 
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growing there. Another friend | 


planted oats, vetch, and ladino 
clover along with his fescue with 
the same result; he can’t find 
any fescue grass at the moment. 

My own experience indicates 
the first thing to do with a pas- 
ture intended to supply Winter 
grazing, is to get the fescue 
established. That is to say, it is 


better to plant the Kentucky 31 | 
during the first Fall, and plant | 
the ladino or some other legume | 
during the next Fall. After these — 


are established it would be safe 


to add whatevér else the farm- | 


er desired without endangering 
the life of the fescue. Or so it 
seems to us.
